WASHliS'GTOX, March 24.—Mr. Du- 


bois. (Idaho), in the senate today pre- 
sented a petition from the American 
Chamber of Commerce at Manila saying 
it was a "significant fact." that this was 
the second petition from th»t organiza- 
tion urging Hint the restriction of Chi- 
nese coolie hibor 1>« removed. 
Mr. Du- 


bois added that testimony before the 
Philippine commission indicated that the 
Philippine islands could not be developed 
without Chinese labor. 


Mr. Hoar (Mass.) inquired if the peti- 


tioner* were American citizens. 


Mr. Dubois replied that he understood 


they were. 


Mr. Hour pointed out that under its 


rules the senate could not receive peti- 
tion* from people of a foreign power. 
The acceptance of the memorial secerned 
to him an admission on the part of the 
senate that the L'nited Stales was not at 
war in the Philippines. The memorial 
wns referred to the Philippine commit- 
tee.

Such a finding might nlso prove to be 
the vitalizing principle of the act. 


"Jf any depurture from the establish- 


ed rates is made by any of these rail 
roads during the pendency of these or 
ders the court will take the pains to 
seek on tthe offender and provide against 
further violations.'' 


It is believed that tlie railroils named 


agreed not to contest the petition for 
an injunction at this time in order that 
other roads eventually might be brought 
into court, and compelled to live up to 
tho provisions of the Sherman law mid 
the interstate commerce act. 


10,000 MILE TRIP ENDED.

for by the city placed in 


charge, with the shutting up of the in- 
mates. But in every such case, then the 
city assumes a responsibility it may be 
legally holden for. In every case it is 
pretty certain the city may be held for 
the necessary supplies for tltat family, 


it is positively certain where a 


quarantine has deprived a family of 
earnings necessary for their support, 
the city must be compelled to support 
them comfortably all during the period 
they are held up. Jn any and every 
case, rich or poor, in these hold-up quar- 
antine cases, the city must establish a 
messenger on duty at every residence. 
But Encine has ignobly shirked its duty 
in tin: present epidemic since the state 
authorities have scon fit to call it so, 
and families in sore need refused sup- 
plies.

the case some years ago but the modern 
ucthods adopted by the physicians de- 
velops no harm, as 1ms been demonstrat- 
ed this winter in Racine.

A family of seven children residing in 


the southwest part of the city were 
threatened with the disease about two 
weeks ago.

Before entering 
the order, Judge 


Grosscup swid: "But for the compliance 
of the defendants, should have .required 
the fullest possible hearing. The matter 
is one of extreme importance, .;<and no(; 
to be decided without the most mature 
"deliberation."'

"Pe'rsonally.I believe freight, .rates' 


should be; as steady.'and equal, as postage 
rates and that no discriminations should 
be made. .The person who turns over 
freight to a,-,common carrier for trans- 
portation should be made to feel that 
ho will enjoy the same rate-as every 
other shopper. The kind of traffic on 
which these bills are based is much more 
complicated than mailablo. matter 
and 


the rates thterefore,should be subjevtrdlo 
that much stricter regulation. But. the 
question here is what power the govern- 
ment has to enforce the" provisions of 
this interstate eeinmerce act. If this 
application for an injunction can be main- 
tained it will make the courts of equity 
the masters of the maintenance of rates.

It is quite a voluminous docu- 
ment with all features of productive in- 
sud'tries of the state shown in extensive 
tables of figures. Only a brief summary 
of it can be given here. The total num- 
ber of productive establishments in tho 
sta.tc, exclusive of small ones which pro- 
duced less than $500 worth of goods 
each, and were mainly repair shops, is 
giren at 10,187: total capital employed, 
$330450S,770 and the tota'l value of all 
products, 
$300,818.942. 
The 
average 


number of persons employed, wage-earn- 
ers only, exclusive 
of proprietoi's and 


clerks, is 142,070, nnd their total wages, 
$58.4.07,507. 


The total number of men 10 years or 


over employed among the.\vage-earninpr 
class is 120,131 and their wages $53,001,- 
539. The number of women 16 years 
old or over is lo,266j and • their 
wages 


$3,53,063. The total number of children 
reported working in factories, who.were 
under 10 years of age, was 5,070 and 
their 
total yearly. earnings 
$S92v9!)o. 


In the average number of wage-earners 
employed for the year 1900 over ; 1890 
tho increase was 18.4 per cent, while the 
total wages paid increased 36 per cent. 


The greatest number

La Crossc showed a general decrease 


in all features, which is attributed to 
tho exhaustion of the forests tributary 
to its lumber milts, which in ISf.'O turned 
out products valued at .$3.:~>70,:>22, while 
in 1900 the value of their products was 
but $1.544,410. 


Tho census figures of manufacturing 


in Oshkoshj as given for 1390 and 1900, 
present an opportunity for study. The

It is apparent that the general reduc- 


tion in all features of manufacturing at 
La Crosse and the very small increases 
in Oshkosh arc responsible for a compar- 
ison in the four cities which does not do 
justice fo Milwaukee nnd Racine, both 
of which made marked increases in all 
features of their productive industries. 
In 1S90 these four cities produced 49.8 
per cent of the. total manufactured prod- 
ucts of the state, while in 1900 their 
total product was 42.5 per cent of the 
state's total. While Milwaukee and 
B-acinc kept up their good pace of in- 
crease, the marked decrease in LaCrosse 
and but a trifle of gain at Oshkosh kept 
the percentage of the trrtnl down. 


THE DAIRY INDUSTRY.

fiheese, butter and condensed milk ' in 
1900, with 1,780 wage earners and pjrod-

711. Tho increase in the value, of the 
products during the de-onde.was $13,159,- 
430, or 189.1 per cent. Tho striking 
growth of this industry in the last de- 
cade has brought the state to the sec- 
ond place in value of products in 1900, 
instead of fourth, as in 1890. The prod- 
ucts in 1900 included 71,077,565 pounds of 
butter and 25,226/»50 pounds of cheese.

Schley has had the same under consider-, 
ation and presents- the iollowing report 
thereon: 


"The unfortunate controversy in con- 


nection with the Santiago campaign lias 
attracted wide public attention and has 
been the subject of four official inquiries 
and investigations, viz: 
By President 


McKinley, by the United Staea court of 
claims, by the naval court of inquiry 
asked for by Admiral Schley and by 
President Roosevelt on appeal from the 
findings of the naval court of inquiry. 


"'President Roosevelt 
concluded his 


findings in the following words: 


" 'In concluding their report the mem- 


bers of the court of inquiry, Admirals 
Dewey, Benham and Ramsey, united in

"In my opinion the Republicans who 


have consistently opposed reductions in 
duties on Cuban products .made a mis- 
take in not standing with me in the be- 
ginning against any changes in tariff 
schedules which did not; provide for re- 
ductions in duties in the iron and steel 
schedules."

the Eev. E. E. Stewart and wife, of Koch- 
ester, N. Y,, both of whom were killed 
on March 6, 1890, in the wreck on the 
Lake Shore road at Hamburg, N. Y. 


Ten persons were killed and a score in- 


jured that night. During a- blizzard a 
passenger train broke in two on a heavy 
jrade, and the runaway portion, consist- 
ing of a drawing room coach and four 
heavy sleepers overtook the day coach 
and smashed it into kindling wood. 


George E. Allen, at that time general

Mrs. Conger, an invalid, was in 
the car and to her care the baby was 
given. 


Mr. Conger saw in the child's dress a 


Masonic pin. As he was a prominent 
member of the Masonic order, he made 
immediate arrangements for the care of 
the bodies of the father and mother of 
the child, took up a subscription among 
the Masons on the train and when Buffa- 
lo was reached, supplemented it by an- 
other appeal to the members of the or- 
der iu that city. He kept the child at 
the hotel in Buffalo where he and Mrs. 
Conger remained until the coroner's in- 
quest had been held. Releases were ob- 
tained from tho grandparents of 
the 


bab'e, and Oressa was legally made the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Conger. 


Mr. Conger bcqueather a life interest 


in his estate to the widow and SMI annu- 
ity of $5,500 to the widow of a friend, 
for whom he hud provided since her hus- 
band's death.

cure attention. If. tax payers "denounce 
the authorities 
for the expenses in- 


volved with a 'board of health,"then let 
tho boards be abolished. 
But if these 


boards are to be sustained, then expen- 
ses follow, and in epidemics large bills of 
expenses are incurred 
which must be 


met. 


In the case of Racine, these bills were 


not incurred beyond a certain limit, for 
it is alleged the authorities promptly re- 
fused to care for their victims of a quar- 
antine. 
The family 
physicians were 


fired at the very beginning 
of one of 


these suspicious cases, and tho physician 
arranged 
for by the city placed in 


charge, with the shutting up of the in- 
mates. But in every such case, then the 
city assumes a responsibility it may be 
legally holden for. In every case it is 
pretty certain the oity may be held for 
the necessary supplies 
for tliat family, 


and it is positively certain 
where a 


quarantine has deprived a family of 
earnings necessary for their support, 
the city must be compelled to support 
them comfortably all during the period 
they are held up. In any and every 
case, rich or poor, in these hold-up quar- 
antine cases, the city must establish a 
messenger on duty at every residence. 
But Eacine has ignobly shirked its duty 
in the present epidemic since the state 
authorities have seen fit to 
call, it so, 


and families in sore 
need refused sup- 


plies, Those in need of a physician in 
quarantine and having no telephone to 
call up the health board physician had 
to go without, if this was not done, then 
the quarantine was of course broken, or 
the patient suffered. It is obvious that 
in epidemics., such as llaeinc and other 
cities have passed through, the health 
board should require the calling of their 
physicians paid for by the board, not 
less than once every other day and this 
not so much on account of the patient 
as to eare for the family in quarantine 
and notice the progress of things. 


The city authorities of this city have 


been very much re-miss, if the accounts 
are true, and where the blame belongs 
is not so certain. It certainly belongs 
somewhere. But there are citizens who 
say that if it is true the health board has 
practically autocratic power?., it is their 
fault. Certainly blame attaches 
some- 


where. Jf cities establish quarantines 
for the protection of the community, the 
re.-it of the community osve it to care for 
every such case, arid it is through their 
representatives, the 
boards of health, 


only that this can be done. 


There is in fact nothing to be proud 


of the manner in which

smallpox epidemic lias hern managed. If 
our hoards of health have the power as- 
serted they have, let 
them prosecute 


every physician who does

duty n.H defined by the law. The pro- 
tec-led citizens can well afford in every 
case nf necessary quarantine to not only 
earn for those held up and supplies fur- 
nished, hut 
to 
repay every worker

has been in consequence

oil'. 
It i.s right and everlastingly 


right. 
If the communities must estab- 


lish tlie.se quarantines, Urn 
community 


at large cerfairily should be 
compelled 


to pay all damages and losses actually 
incurred, as well as the caring for every 
family 
or person so quarantined. 
In 


no other way pan these quarantines be 
successful., if communities do not fulfill 
those requirements then the quarantines 
arc ?iot . 


Tt ought to be clear that if towns ind 


cities are to declare house quarantine 
in times of threatened clangor, it is the 
bounden duty of all responsible authori- 
ties to provide for the quarantined; in 
the cause of those amply able to pay for 
their needs; of the services of messen- 
gers to bring supplies, and in the case of 
others whose means of livelihood have 
been thus stopped, sufficient 
food sup- 


plies and the same 
eqnul attention as 


the first named. It is clear ;iny 
other 


course makes a farce of auy^ quarantine. 
It la not suppoaable people ave going to 
be-starved or put on short rations, aitd 
if they are neglected, .rich or poor, with 
no means of getting supplies 
or atten- 


tion to obvious requirements, then the 
quarantines will be .surely broken.

It was pretended for a while Prince 


Henry had a mission to this country, 
but it is pretended so no longer, because 
the truth is now known. He did have

that of the German people for the peo- 
ple of this country. Millions of his fel- 
low countrymen have found a home here 
and a great deal of the

shown and the immense crowds were 
his countrymen, now citizens of this 
country, extending the glad hand and 
testifying their respects. 


It is the nature of the American citi- 


zen to do the right thing and the aver- 
age American right heartily joined in 
with their German-American citizens to 
call them such for this occasion.

But his opposition to the proposed new 


army rules are:df'weight, and should be 
considered. It is proposed to deprive 
the commanding 'general of what hither- 
to in all countries ha? been his preroga- 
tive and indeed have been most essen- 
tial to success, and place the authority 
with a so-called staff. This is one thing 
and there are others that never emanat- 
ed from men of military minds. 


A captnin of a vessel at sea has su- 


preme authority, and so should a general 
•at the head of an army. There are mil1 
itai.y duties and there are the duties of 
peace and the bureaxi work at Washing- 
ton should not be mixed up with that 
which appertains to a general in com- 
mand. 


NOT .POLITICAL. 


The recent reported instructions of the 


president to his cabinet officers, rather 
request, that they should not give in- 
formation to newspaper men of any mat- 
ters that might have been in discussion 
in cabinet meetings i.s proper enough, 
but like some other things is not prac- 
tical. The usages of diplomatic, inter- 
course, of the relations existing between 
executive and cabinet, the oft necessity 
that 
proceedings in cabinet sessions 


should nofc be divulged, fall before the 
customs 
of generations. It 
is very 


doubtful if these officials of the presi- 
dential family, so to speak, would place 
themselves in any position through which 
the American press would have proof on 
the face of it, that an incipient press 
censorship had been established, and it 
is not. forgotten that Pre.«ident ilcKiuioy 
shortly after his induction into his first 
term, had the .same idea in mind but it 
would not work, and neither will it work 
in this latter instance even if the.order 
remains in force. 


It is no disrespect to tho president in 


the least if a great daily press offers ob- 
jections to any such faint resemblance 
to a press censoring of Use cabinet, for 
if in this ease, there is nothing to pre- 
vent also official orders directed to all 
governmental departments that no news 
be given out to the press, except that 
first given the executive sanction, or giv- 
en out through the secretaries. It is 
far better not to insist upon this, as is 
now understood will be the case, but to' 
leave all stic-h matters to the discretion 
of the 
cabinet, 
members 
themselves. 


People are becoming distrustful, 
they 


know not exactly why themselves, but 
the mammoth trusts and combines in the 
country and the great success of the syn- 
dicates in controlling 
legislation, may 


account for much of it. 
The president 


meant well enough, but the wrong inter- 
pretation will, if this order is insisted 
upon, be placed upon it, and indeed tho 
thing may'be taken advantage of in oth- 
er departments with the result later on 
under some president more anxious for 
power, result in a genuine press censor- 
ship 
in this 
country. The 
president 


should do nothing to decrease the esti- 
mation in which he is held by the people.

The Kenosha City Council Alras Blow at 


Simmons Public Library. 


KENOSHA, March 22.—Quite a stir 


has been caused by the announcement 
that the common council may have the 
amount appropriated by the city for the 
support of the Gilbert Simmons Memorial 
library reduced. At the time Mr. Sim- 
mons gave the library the council agreed 
to levy a one-mill tax annually for the 
support of the institution.

Oleo T^egUlation, 


Manufacturers of process; and reno- 


vated butter will'not. relish the legisuy 
tion proposed in the bill'introduced- by 
Representative 
Graft' 
on , Thursday, 


which provides for the manufacture and 
sale of butter of this character. The 
bill proposes to impose an annual tax of 
$(500 a year on the, manufacturers' of 
process and renovated butter, and eyery 
person who is engaged in the production 
of these articles will be considered a, 
manufacturer. Dealers will be required 
to pay an annual tax 
of $48. Those 


who conduct business without u license 
are made liable to a. fine of not less than 
$1,000 and not'exceeding $5,000. The 
commissioner 
ol: internal revenue is 


commissioned to see that the proposed 
law is enforced. Packages containing 
process and renovated butter must be 
marked in plain letters^ aud any one fail- 
ing to affix a label upon a package is 
subject to a fine of $500 for each pack- 
age. A tax of 10 cents per pound will 
be collected xipon butter of this charac- 
ter if the bill becomes a law. 


The secretary of agriculture is direct- 


ed to make a rigid sanitary inspection 
of all factories which manufacture pro- 
cess or renovated butter and to inspect 
the packages themselves. If it is found 
they 
contain materials injurious, to 


health, the secretary is directed to con- 
fiscate .the butter. 


The rules of the department which re- 


late to the inspection of inea.ts for ex- 
port will govern in connection with the 
inspection of renovated butter, which 
means that a tag of the agricultural de- 
partment will be affixed to each package.

Ill breeding for healthy animals only 


healthy or vigorous females should be 
used, and they should be in the prime 
of life—not loo young nor too old, says 
H. E. Riohter in Kansas Farmer. It is 
eriually important that the mnle should 
be perfectly healthy and sound and 
free from all constitutional and heredi- 
tary diseases or imperfections. 


The excessive use of the male for 


J breeding purposes,, either; by placing 


him with too many females or employ- 
ing him--'too often, is to be carefully 
avoided. This will not only weaken the 
organs .and destroy more or less vitali- 
ty,1 but seriously impair, the general 
health, and break down the nervous 
system. "As a. general rule, the dairy- 
man must rely upon the. common stock 
of the country on the one hand and the 
thoroughbred, bull on the other for the 
base of his operations.

strappings of fairyland. Moisture is, in- 
deed; the fabric but of -which all this 
feathery -whiteness is built up, but al- 
though it seems sometimes as if it 
is distributed in a very capricious man- 
ner there are' nevertheless certain def-_ 
inite circumstances which cause tho 
hoar frost to settle down on some sur- 
faces rather ihan others.. 


On any cold and frosty morning it 


will usually be found that those sur- 
faces that are the best radiators of 
heat are also those that are the most 
successful in collecting hoar frost. 
It 


is not always realized, however, that 
all objects are 
continually- radiating 


heat, so that, no matter '.how much 
they may receive from the sun, they 
are constantly trying to' get rid os 5L 
A fern leaf or a stone may perhaps 
receive generous supplies of heat dur- 
ing the day, but as soon as night come* 
it hurries to spend or radiate it, and 
the object that is quickest at this work 
will the toohest become covered witto 
hoar frost. 


Everyone has 
observed 
how the 


moisture from the air will settle on tha 
outside of a glass of cold water brought 
suddenly into a wariii room. A similar 
process takes place in the open air, so 
that as the currents of moist air travel 
across the surfaces that are very cold:

which in warm weather take the form 
of dew and in cold of hoar frost. Mois-

Feed of the Dairy 
Cow. 


An important point to consider in 


making the dairy business pay is the 
feed of the cow, writes Rosrjoe White 
in Kansas Farmer. The cow should 
have succulent food nnd as much varie- 
ty ns it is possible lo provide for her. 
To get best results you must give her 
a balanced ration. A miik cow needs 
feed with lots of protein and uot as 
much fat as the beef cattle require. In 
making a balanced ratiou.it should con- 
sist of foods not too laxative nnd not 
too constipative and should be made of 
laxative foods combined with some 
constipative food to equalize t'ae ra- 
tion. The food should not be all grain 
nor all hay. The hay should be' put up 
In the best condition possible and uot 
let stand until it gets hard and stem- 
my, but should be cut while yet greon, 
as this gives it a more succulent char- 
acter. 


Every dairyman should have a silo 


and put up his feed as silage so as to 
have green feed through the winter. 
' '.This-:makes a very succulent feed' for 
''the cows and is about the cheapest way 
of putting up feed. A cow fed about 
.thirty or forty pounds of ensilage a da* 
.will give excellent; results'.'

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WHY SMALLPOX 


IS SPREADING 


Due Solely to Persons Afflicted In- 


sisting on Mingling with People, 


KNO\AM TO HAVE VISITED 


CROWDED STREET CARS 


Aud Othur Places "Where Large Numbers 


Wnro Assembled—More Now Cases 


Here—A Strict Quarantine Neces- 


sary at Any Cost. 


Ye.7terday four additional casies of 


smallpox were reported in the city. 
Carda were pxit up and the houses quar- 
antined. All told there are possibly 
twenty cases in the city. A peculiar 
tiling about the disease is that not a sin- 
gle deathjias occurred and seldom is an 
afflicted person so sick that it is neces- 
sary to he in hed. Another 
thing is, 


that few are marked and show any had 
results. Still it is said to be smallpox 
in the lighter stages by the most emi- 
nent physcians of the state. 


One leading physician 
expresses 
an 


opinion that the prevalence of the dis- 
ease throughout, the whole country and 
particularly in Wisconsin and Encinc, is 
due to tho return to their home of sol- 
diers from the Philippines. He 'believes 
tha'; the old epidemics 
Jind nearly died 


out. and that the strict isolation of pa- 
tients would have prevented the present 
ravages of the disease had not the coun- 
try been re-infected from the outside. 


Whether 
this explanation 
of 
the 


source of the epidemics in several parts 
of the country be accepted or not. there 
are reasons-for thinking t'hat the failure 
to 
enforce, a strict quarantine in the 


case of patients who have been allowed 
to remain at their homes has had some- 
thing to do -with the extension of the 
malady. It is known that people in this 
city afflicted with the smallpox rode 
about -in crowded street cars, attended 
entertainments., visited 
tho homes of 


their 
neighbors, 
frequented 
saloons, 


walked into public offices and offices of 
physicians artd insisted that 
they did 


not have the disease, although a physi- 
cian had so pronounced it and placarded 
the, 
houses. 


In one part of this state a young man 


who is either insane or who does not be- 
lieve smallpox to be contagious, slipped 
into a room where a patient was con- 
fined, slept with him every night for a 
week and during each day visited crowd- 
ed stores ar.d other public places. 
With 


a quarantine, so lax it is not surprising 
that the disease should assume an epi- 
demic form and the centers of contagion 
should be so numerous and widespread 
as to impair the value of the physician's 
efforts to restrict it. 


A pesthouse is usually regarded with 


extreme, disfavor by most people. But 
any common sense citizen will agree that 
where people pronounced ill with small- 
pox and insist on leaving a quarantined 
house and mingling -vn'lh the populace, 
ought to he placed somewhere and com- 
pelled to remain in for the 
period pre- 


scribed by law. If this cannnt bo .-.lone 
then the city should hire a guard for 
every house where the. laws are onenly 
violated. There are very stupid people 
in the world and also stubborn who defy 
the laws, no matter in what direction it 
may be. It is notorious that persons 
have sold their clothing as rag?, instead 
of burning 
them. Workers 
in paper 


mills have acquired smallpox while cut- 
ting up the rags. The 
chief danger, 


however, comes from inefficient quaran- 
tine; and it would be cheaper in the long 
run to employ watchers to guard 
the 


doors where smallpox patients are con- 
lined, if it is known that they fail 
to 


obey the quarantine. 


The members of the Racine borad of 


health openly state that the cause of the, 
spread of the disease here is on account 
of afflicted people openly leaving their 
homes and in many instances cases not 
being reported to the officers at all. 


WING-ATE DENIES IT. 


Dr. U. 0. B. Wingat,', of the shite 


board of health, has been repeatedly 
charged with being criminally negligent 
In making examinations of smallpox pa- 
tients. This brought forth a sharp de- 
nia-1, on account of charges made against 
him by Dr. Robert Kitto, of this city, 
in connection with a smallpox case 
at 


Kanosha. ])r. Kitto was called to diag- 
nose the illness of Edward Harrington 
JUKI pronounced it chickenpox. The lo- 
cal physicians, not satisfied 
with ihis 


opinion, sant for Dr. Wingate as sttito 
health officer and the latter paid Har- 
rington had smallpox and ordered the 
patient quarantined. 


In a communication to a Kcnosha 


evening paper Dr. Kitto reiterated 
his 


opinion that the 
case was chiokenpox 


and charged Dr. Wing-ate with criminal 
negligence 
of what he (Dr. Wingate) 


called a smallpox patient and then mak- 
ing other visits without submitting him- 
self to a thorough fumigation. 


When told of the statement of 
Dr. 


Kitto Dr. Wingate .branded the charge 
as false. From a closet in his office he 
produced a satchel and took from it a 
complelo rubber suit, consisting of a 
long coat, loggia?, hat with neck cover- 
ing and rubber gloves. 
This outfit, Dr. 


Wrir,gate said, ho carries with him every 
time he goes anywhere to investigate a 
smallpox case, and before entering a 
building in which the disease exists ho 
puts on the suit and takes it off immed- 
iately after leaving. lie than puts it in 
.the satchel and disinfects it by a strong 
solution of formaldehyde, which is also 
carried in the satchel. In addition he

After leaving the building in 
which Mr. Harrington was confined and 
disinfecting himself in the usual way 
Dr. Wingate said'he visited no one else 
in Kenosha, but went at once-to the sta- 
tion and took the first train to Milwau- 
kee.e 


VACCINATION OR NOT. 


The question of vaccination is being 


discussed in every home. It is talked on 
the streets, in stores, offices and busi- 
ness houses. A great many people be- 
lieve in inoculation while about about 
at many are opposed to it claiming vac- 
cination is a breeder of worse diseases 
than smallpox. Such might have been 
the case some years ago but the modern 
methods adopted by the physicians de- 
velops no harm, as has been demonstrat- 
ed this winter in Eacine. That vaccin- 
ation is the only preventative from con- 
tracting the disease lias been clearly 
demonstrated the past week. 


A family of seven children residing in 


the southwest part of the city were 
threatened with the disease about two 
weeks ago. Three of the children were 
vaccinated,' the others were not. Now 
the four children who were not vaccin- 
ated have the smallpox and the three 
who were vaccinated show no signs of the 
disease. 


The board of health held a meeting last 


night and the question of closing the 
public schools until the' disease abated 
was discussed, It was decided not to 
close them this week, for the reason that 
the regular vacation of two weeks will be 
held next week and week following. 
It 


will be urged by tha board that all school 
children be vaccinated in the meantime. 
Ifc has been pi-oven that vaccination is 
a sure preventative'. 


It is understood that the members of 


the W. C. T. U will get after the board 
of health, the claim being made that 
there is smallpox where a west side sa- 
loon is conducted, that a sign has been 
placed on the hall door instead of on the 
'front of the building. The temperance 
ladies will demand that the sign be plac- 
ed on the front door.

Aaron French, a former pioneer of Ra- 


cine, died at Piltsbtirg, Pa., after a long 
illness. 


Mr. French was ;born in the state, of 


Ohio, and came to'Racine from Cleveland 
about the year 1850. He assumed the 
position as boss blocksmith of the old 
Pvachie & Mississippi Railway Co., now 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
way Co. 


During the years of 1SG3 and 180-4, 


while the civil war was in progress, Mr. 
French served as sheriff of Eacine coun- 
ty. 
Upon retiring from that office, he 


went to Pittsburg. It was during his 
employment at tin? railroad shops that 
he invented a steel spring and upon 
reaching Pittsburg. entered into partner- 
ship with Calvin Wells and afterwards 
a, company was formed and named the 
Hussey, Wells & Co. Only ten men were 
employed at the start but the works 
grew and less than a year ago 500 men 
were employed. Springs were made for 
locomotives and street cars and sent to 
all parts of the world. Until recently 
the company furnished all of the Pull- 
man equipments in Europe, fu recent 
years the concern has been known as the 
French 
Jtaihvay Spring Co. JJcecntJy 


the company was merged with other en- 
terprises of the kind with the new rail- 
way spring company with a capital stock 
of $20,000,000. On account of ill health 
virtually retired, only holding a direc- 
torship in the combine. 


Mr. French is thrice a millionaire ami 


has been very liberal with his money, 
giving thousands of dollars to worthy 
educational institution*. His death will 
be learned with sincere regrets by his

friends 
in Racine.
